In sum total, then, Berlin began 
the campaign of 1916 with two clear 
objectives: the German effort was to 
be directed against: France with the 
design to crush France and compel 
her to make a separate peace; the 
Austrian effort was to be directed 
against Italy with a similar purpose. 
Britain was to be ignored, Russia to 
be held lightly; if France and Italy 
were disposed of, their turn would 
come. : 

We know that all of these plans 
failed. The great German effort at 
Verdun lasted five months; it cost 
500,000 casualties and it gained 
nothing important, for the small sec- 
tions of the actual defenses of Ver- 
dun which were captured were sub- 
sequently relinquished. As for the 
Italian venture, it terminated about 
the time the Russian attack in the 
east began. At the outset it made 
more progress than the Verdun drive, 
at the crest of the wave it seemed as 
if it would realize its main purpose; 
but now the Italians hold all of the 
ground they lost on the Trentino 
front, save a few miles of unimpor- 
tant territory. 


The Burden on France.

I think in the end he will come true, but not so 
far as this war is concerned, and to make that 
clear it is necessary to trouble the reader with a 
little disquisition upon war—omitting as far as 
is humanely possible all mention of Napoleon's 
campaigns. 

The development of war has depended largely 
upon two factors. One of these is invention. New 
weapons and new methods have become available, 
and have modified tactics, strategy, the relative 
advantage of offensive and defensive.

The other chief factor in the evolution of the 


war has been social organization. As Machiavelli 
points out in his Art of War, there was insuffi- 
cient social stability in Europe to keep a prop- 
erly trained and disciplined infantry in the field 
from the passing of the Roman legions to the ap- 
pearance of the Swiss footmen. : 

He makes it very clear that he considered the 
fighting of the Middle Ages, though frequent and 
bloody, to be a confused, mobbing sort of affair, 
and politically and technically unsatisfactory. The 
knight was an egotist in armor. Machiavelli does 
small justice to the English bowmen.

T is interesting to note that Switzerland, that 
present island of peace, was regarded by him 
as the mother of modern war. Swiss aggres- 
sion was the curse of the Milanese. That is a re- 
mark by the way; our interest here is to note that 
modern war emerges upon history as the sixteenth 
century unfolds, as an affair in which the essen- 
tial factor is the drilled and trained infantryman. 
The artillery is developing as a means of break- 
ing the infantry; cavalry for charging them when 
broken, for pursuit and for scouting. To this day 
this triple division of forces dominates soldiers 
minds. 

The mechanical development of warfare has 
consisted largely in the development of facilities 
for enabling or hindering the infantry to get to 
close quarters. As that has been made easy or 
difficult, the offensive or the defensive has pre- 
dominated. 

A history of military method for the last few 
centuries would be a record of successive alter- 
nate steps in which offensive and defensive con- 
trivances pull ahead, first one and then the other. 
Their relative fluctuations are marked by the 
varying length of campaigns. From the very out- 
set we have the ditch and the wall; the fortified 
place upon a pass or main road, as a check to the 
advance. Artillery improves, then fortification 


improves. 
T wars are mainly siege wars, and for a 

century before the advent of Napoleon 
there are no big successful, sweeping invasions, no 
marches upon the enemy capital and soon. There 
were wars of reduction, wars of annoyance. 


Napoleon developed the offensive by seizing 
upon the enthusiastic infantry of the republic, im- 
proving transport and mobile artillery, using road 
making as an aggressive method. In spite of the

HE defensive holds its own for a long period,

But three things were working quietly toward

MAN who is frequently throwing out. pro- 
A phecies is bound to score a few successes, 
and one that I may legitimately claim is 
my early insistence upon the fact that the quality 
of the German aviator was likely to be inferior to 
that of his French or British rival. The ordinary 
German has neither the flexible quality of body, 
the quſckness of nerve, the temperament nor the 
rental habits that make a successful aviator. 
This idea was first put into my head by con- 
sidering the way in which Germans walk and 
carry themselves, and by noting the difference in 
nimbleness between the cyclists in the streets of 
German and French towns. It was confirmed by 
u conversation I had with a German aviator who 
was also a dramatist, and who came to see me 
upon some copyright matter in 1912. 


He broached the view that aviation would de- 
stroy democracy, because, he said, only aristo- 
crats would make aviators. (He was a man of 
good family.) With a Duke or so in my mind I 
asked him why. Because, he explained, a man 
without aristocratic quality in tradition cannot 
possibly endure the “high loneliness” of the air. 

That sounded rather like nonsense at the time, 
and then I reflected that for a Prussian that 
might be true. There may be something in the 
German composition that does demand associa- 
tion and the support of pride and training before 
dangers can be faced. The Germans are social 
end methodical, the French and English by com- 
parison chaotic and instinctive; perhaps the very 
readiness for a conscious orderliness that makes 
the German so formidable upon the ground, so

Thirteen 
more would give to the cause three-quarters of all 
the states and so permit ratification of an amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution—a consumma- 
tion that can no longer be deemed even improba- 
ble, in view of recent progress of the movement.

favored throughout the State outside San Fran- 
cisco. The adverse city vote proved sufficient to 
defeat it. With Florida almost committed, the 
South is practically solid against alcohol. Michi- 
gan, Nebraska and South Dakota bring recruits to 
the Northern and Western groups, and the con- 
version of North Dakota’s neighbor indicates 
afresh that total abstention is contagious. 
Prohibition as a national issue has never shown 
much strength. As a local issue, affecting inti- 
mately the lives of the people, it has become one 
of the most vital issues wherever the influence. 
of urban populations is not dominant. The ex 
tension of prohibition measures just recorded will 
naturally encourage renewed effort. It will also 
admonish its opponents to be on their good be- 
havior.

Servia. Next in Blame, Says 
Former Hungarian Cabinet 
Minister, in Book. 


“Whose Sin Is the World War?” is 
the query-title of a book by Count 
Julius Andrassy, former Hungarian 


Cabinet Minister and son of a former 


Austro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. The book, transiated from the 
Hungarian by Ernest J. Buphrat, was 
published by the New Era Publishing 


| House, New York. 


Count Andrassy’s answer to his own 
question is that Russia and Servia, 
primarily Russia, must bear the guilt 
He does not accept the 
popular German view that Fugtand 
planned and brought about the war, 
though he ascribes England's entrance 
into the conflict to base motives. 

France, he declares, is éxcusable, de- 
cause she entered the war for a cher- 
ished national object, and in fulfillment 
of an agreement’ with Russia: but at 
the same time, he argues, France was 
not forced into the war by Germany, 
and has no valid claim to sympathy on 
that ground. 

Discussion of the moral value of 
Japan’s act is superfluous, the writer 
says, for Japan does not deny that lust 
of conquest was her sole motive. Italy, 
Bulgaria and Rumania are not dis- 
cussed. Long chapters are devoted to 
“Austria-Hungary,” “Germany and 
Turkey,” “Servia,” and Russia.“ 

The writer argues that the elemental 
policies and tendencies of the clashing 
nations should be considered, rather 
than the immediate events attending the 
outbreak of war. In this way, he frees 
himself from the necessity of defending, 
in detail, Austria’s demands on Servia, 
and he opens the way for endless his- 
torical citations. He shows moderation 
in his use of history, however, going 
back only as far as Peter the Great 
and Catherine. 

The assassination of the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, he maintains, was 
“not actually planned by Servia's lead- 
ing statesmen, but was the bloody re- 
sult of the official circle’s activity. 
After that assault we could not procras- 
tinate. Even then, we desired to leave 
a door open for a pacific solution. But 
Russia did not want Servia to enter 
the gate kept open by us. She was 
afraid that Servia would forsake her 
if she would have to undergo humilia- 
tion, and Russia would have lost that 
assistance which, in our case, would 
be immeasureably precious, and thus 
could have forced us between two fires 
when she wished. This fear caused the 
war. Responsible for it are in the first 
place, Russia, then her allies. We only 
defended ourselves, and therefore our 
conscience is clean and calm.“ 

The meaning of the sentence about 
Servia and Russia was probably clear to 
the translator, but he failed to give the 
reader much of a chance to understand 
it. 

Considerable space is devoted te ex- 
plaining the seizure, by Austria, of Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina. Count Andrassy 
argues that this was a necessary act, 
and that it was none of Servia's busi- 
ness. 

In his chapter on “England,” Count 
Andrassy says, There is no manner of 
doubt about it that Germany’s behavior 
toward Belgium offends against inter- 
national law. To argue this would be 
waste of time; the German government 
does not deny it, and it is just as un- 
eontradictable that the fate of Belgium 
is the saddest page of this war's his- 
tory. Still, there is onesidedness and 
exaggeration in the great indignation 
shown by England. I dare say there is 
ho state which would have dcted dif- 
ferentiy, etc.” For evidence on the 
latter point, he cites the British attack 


on Copenhagen in 1907.

A striking illustration of this was 
afforded in the Tirpitz manifesto in 
which the Grand Admiral called upon all 
his followers to prepare for the certain 
struggle that was to come between Ger- 
many and the “Anglo-Amerikanthum.” 
While this utterance was given circula- 
tion in Germany, the censors declined to 
permit it to be sent out of the country 
until America learned of it through the 
embassy, after which it was permitted 
to be put upon the cables, since a con- 
tinued suppression would have made the 
effect even more serious than it was. 


Not long ago it might well have been 
doubted if Germany would have been 
willing to accept intermediation at the 
hands of the President. Now they would 
be P- ppy to have it come from him, I- 
though they will not admit that either 
he or his Ambassador has been sin- 
cerely working to bring about peace 
among the belligerents. 

I can say on highest authority that 
Germany has been eager to have the 
President take some steps toward ar- 
ranging, if nothing else, an armistice. 
But she has not yet shown a willing- 
ness to authorize such a proceeding offi- 
clally. She wants the peace propos Js 
brought to her; she will not go after 
them, not even to the extent of request- 
ing the preliminary good offices of 
America. If is safe to say that no mat- 
ter what indirect efforts she may em- 
ploy in this connection, Washington will 
do nothing until a formal request has 
been made. 

The campaign for the rucksichtslose 
U-boat warfare is regarded by one m:n 
in this country who speaks with the 
highest German authority, as being in 
the nature of a threat intended to accel- 
erate and force upon us a movement 
toward peace. The Ambassador himself 
had his attention drawn to this just be- 
fore he left Berlin, but he declined to 
accept the interpretation. 

Another Indictment Against Wilson. 

America’s failure to have effected a 
peace before now has been more of a 
crime in German eyes than her own 
failure to have forced one through mill- 
tary conquests. That is another count 
in the indictment lodged against Wilson. 
That is another reason why Wilson's de- 
feat on election day would be regard od 
as a gigantic German triumph. Every- 
one I spoke to in German believes this. 

It would be treated as a victory, not 
because the Germans feel there is a cer- 
tainty that Hughes is the man the Ger- 
mans want, but because there is a cer 
tainty that Wilson is the man the Ger- 
mans don't want. 

While there may be behind Germany's 
interest, not to say active interference in 
our internal poiitics, a motive and hope 
of some gain in seeking the election of 
Hugbes, there is an apparent and admit- 
ted motive of satisfying the German pas- 
sion for reprisal—of punishing those 
standing against her. That is what Ger- 
many seeks, and the Germans admit it. 

On all hands I was told that Wilson 
must be humbled; that Wilson and his 
country must be taught a lesson. This 
was stated to me unequivocally, in rv 
by many Germans—offi- 
eers, soldiers, Government officials, 
bankers, merchants; and by none of 
these classes was it stated more em- 
phatically than by the women with 
whom I spoke. All believe that the de- 
feat of Wilson will be in the nature of 
a rebuke and a warning to this country 
for the attitude it has assumed toward 
the empire. 

One distinguished member of the For- 
eign Office in Wilhelmstrasse, who js 
himself rather favorably disposed to- 
ward America, and the administration, 
interpreted the feeling of his nation in 
these words: 

“If Germany was certain Hughes 
would be her enemy, still would she 
seek Wilson’s destruction. ‘Let us smash 
Wilson now,’ the people say, ‘and then 
if Hughes proves another Wilson we wil! 
smash him, too, in another four years.“ 


Reasons for Belief. 


But many Germans are by no means 
certain that Hughes will not prove their 
friend. When you ask them why they 
think so, they assume a wise look and 
finally say that the million and more 
“true sons and friends of Germany’”’ in 
America are not entirely devoid of rea- 
son—they are supporting Hughes, and 
they must have. substantial reasons for 
so doing. Hughes,“ the explanation 
runs on, “has not driven these support- 
ers from him, and therefore it is safe 
to believe that they are to get some- 
thing in return for their support, and 
that something will be a greater friend- 
liness to Germany.“ 

What specific acts of ‘friendliness’ 
Germany expects from Hughes in the 
event of his election they do not make 
plain except negatively in their declara- 
tion about Wilson's’ striking their 
‘“‘tMmightiest weapon” (submarines) from 
their hands. When they are asked how 
Hughes—even admitting that he wanted 
to be more friendly than Wilson, which 
they assume because of his hyphenate 
support—could set aside the will of the 
American people and reverse the re- 
strictive submarine policy which they 
had approved, the answer is made that 
Hughes would have the people with him 
in anything he did, since the people had 
elected him for four years and given 
him full power to do as he pleased for 
that length of time. 

Because our anti-submarine attitude is 
so big a matter to them, they think it 
also of primary importance here, and I 
was told by many that it is an actual 
factor in our election, and that the 
choice of Hughes in German eyes would 
be regarded as an actual repudiation of 
Wilson’s prohibition of the unrestricted 
use of the U-boats. 

I can pay positively that this belief is 
based upon so-called information that 
has been received from America, al- 
though the information is not credited 
by the more intelligent. It is fair to 
add that only a minority of those with 
whom I spoke in Germany actually has 
hope of political gain through the elec- 
tion of Hughes, but however he may 
turn out, all with whom I spoke desire 
his election in their greater desire to 
smash Wilson. 

Harden Defender of Wilson. 


In my three months abroad, and in 
all my intercourse with representatives 
of the various strata that make up life 
i, Germany—soldiers, sailors, laborers, 
pcliticians, clergymen, professors, news- 
paper men, business men. farmers—I dia 
not hear one voice raised for Wilson ex- 
cept that of Maximilien Harden, tne 
famous journalist, Whose series on “If 1 
Were Mr. Wiso touched and pleased 
the President deeply but met scant ravor 
ia Germany.

may have had 500,000, but the troops had 
very small tactical value, as was proven 
first at Neuve Chapelle and then at 
Loos. All through the French opera- 
tions in Artois the British were unable 
to render effective aid and they lacked 
both guns and munitions all through 
this time. 
British Best Next Year. 

But in the campaign of 1916 the Britigh 
have had upwards of 1,500,000 in line and 
they have approximately 3,000,000 trained 
reserves behind them. They have heavy 
artillery that surpasses both the French 
and the German and their supply of 
munitions is rapidly mounting to the 
point which insures them permanent su- 
periority over the Germans in their 
front. Moreover, the army which now 
faces the Germans is not at its highest 
point of efficiency, despite the fact that 
German Generals have testified to its 
progress. Not before the campaign of 
1917 shall we see the British army at its 
best. 

Beside this development the entrance 
of Rumania is of small moment, for it 
added but 300,000 first-line troops with a 
reserve of about equal numbers behind 
it. For two years the chief purpose of 
allied strategy has been to ward off the 
German blows in the west until the 
British could prepare. This purpose has 
been realized. The British are prepared, 
they have intervened effectively to take 
the burden off the French. France has 
not been destroyed, as Germany expect- 
ed, before the British could get up, and 
we have had both at the Somme and be- 
fore Verdun recent proof of the force 
that is still left in the French army. 

Having thus looked at the allied view 
of the third campaign, let us glance at 
the German calculations. 
there is no longer any German dispute 
about Verdun; that is recognized as a 
Gefeat and confessed in the retirement 
of Falkenhayn. Second, there is a full 
recognition of the Austrian defeats in 
Galicia. Such dispute as there is con- 
cerns the number of prisoners taken 
polely; as for the Gorizia victory, the 
map proves it and there can be no dis- 
pute. But the German looks at these 
things differently.

John Galsworthy’s Justice,“ which is 
to be produced tomorrow night at the 
Jefferson Theater, is a play with a re- 
markable history.

The story relates to the trial and 
imprisonment of an English youth for 
forgery, and the occurrences following 
his release. The motive of the crime 
was to obtain money with which he 
and a young woman, unhappily mar- 
ried, might flee to some distant coun- 
try where they should become known 
as husband and wife. The role of the 
youth. Falger, will be taken in the pro- 
duction here, as it was in New York, 
by John Barrymore. This actor, pre 
viously known as a light comedian, 
scored a most notable success in this 
play. O. P. Heggle of the New York 
cast, also of the original English cast, 
will play the role of the gentle, kindly 
clerk. The chief feminine role, which 
Cathleen Nesbitt had in New York, is 
now played by Bertha Mann.

COMPLETES . U 
FUND FOR SURGERY 


Board, Department Will Go 


on Full-Time Basis. 


At a recent meeting of the Washing- 
ton University Corporation, Robert H. 
Stockton, one of the directors, an- 
nounced that Mrs. Mary Culver had 
Placed in his hands, for the benefit of 
Washington University, the funds nec- 
essary to obtain from the General Edu- 
cation Board the balance required to 
place the department of surgery in the 
medical school upon what is known as 
the full-time basis. In recognition of 
her generosity the corporation voted to 
name this fund, which amounts to 
$500,000, the Mary Culver fund for. the 
endowment of clinical teaching and re- 
search in surgery. | 
The interest on this fund, which will 
amount to $25,000 annually, will be used 
chiefly for surgical research. 

One of the features of the full-time 
Plan is the fact that all of the sur- 
geons on the medical school staff, and 
who are in service at the Barnes and St. 
Louis Children’s hospitals, will receive 
no fees for their services in these hos- 
bitals nor when called into consultation 
or accepting private practice. In cases 
where fees are charged to those who are 
able and prefer to pay, they will become 
the property of the university and will 
go to the purposes of the fund. 

The President called attention to the 
fact that no public announcement has 
been made of Stockton’s recent gift 
of $50,000 to the medical department, the 
interest on which is to be used for such 
rurposes as the directors may elect. The 
corporation recorded its appreciation of 
the service rendered the university by 
Stockton. 

Mrs. Culver’s gift, with those recently 
announced from Edward Mallinckrodt 
and John T. liken, has enabled the 
university to complete its contract with 
the General Education Board, through 
which the university receives from the 
General Education Board $600,000, mak- 
ing the full-time medical fund $1,500,000.

The greatest moral, so- 
cial, physical and spiritual movement 
of the times is the movement for the 
shorter day.“ 

This was not the statement of an en- 
thusiast. It was the statement of a 
woman scientist who expects to con- 
vince the United States Supreme Court 
that every word of it is scientifically 
accurate. She is Miss Josephine Gold- 
mark, expert investigator for the Na- 
tional Consumers’ League. For several 
years Miss Goldmark has studied the 
question of long and short hours of 
labor in all its aspects. She has studied 
it from the standpoint of physiology 
and economics, from the standpoint of 
public health and hard business sense. 
She hasn't looked for arguments; she 
has looked for knowledge, and has gath- 
ered a library full of most illuminating 
data on the subject. 

When Louis Brandeis was employed 
by the State of Oregon to defend its 10- 
hour law before the United States Su- 
preme Court, he depended upon Miss 
Goldmark to prepare the facts. Their 
joint work is now before that body in 
an elaborate brief of 1000 pages, Jus- 
tice Brandeis is now a member of the 
court but is, of. course, disqualified 
from acting in the case. Miss Gold- 
mark is now collaborating with Fellx 
Frankfurter, his successor. The case 
will probably be argued formally next 
month and the court will be called upon 
to make one of the most Mtal decisions 
in its history. Stripped of its legal

Infant 
mortality has notably decreased; but 
every well-informed physician and ev- 
ery insurance company can tell you 
that mortality from degenerative dis- 
eases is on the increase. 

“While the average length of life has 
increased. due to the better care of 
babies fewer and fewer adults live to 
attain old age. And the diseases which 
are carrying them off are plainly the 
diseases of overwork. 

“The death rate from apoplexy and 
nervous diseases has increased 19 per 
cent in 10 years, according to the cen- 
sus records of 5,000,000 working people: 
from heart disease the 
been 29 per cent; from uiseages of the 
kidneys and urinary system, 43 per cent; 
and from diseases of the liver and di- 
gestive Organs, 34 per cent. It does 
not take a physician to know that these 
diseases are typically the diseases of 
fatigue. 

“Fortunately, we do not have to guess 
about this matter. For there {s no such 
increase in England, Australia, New 
Zealand and the other countries where 
the eight-hour day has been long in 
force. Sometimes these degenerative 
diseases have been classed as the dis- 
eases of intemperance, but that is mere- 
ly saying the same thing in other 
terms, as intemperance is uniformly an 
accompaniment of fatigue. 

“The statistics are startlingly unani- 
mous in this. Wherever unrestricted 
long hours is the rule in industry, in- 
temperance is a crying scandal. Wher- 
ever the eight-hour day has been es- 
tablished Intemperance has lessened. It 
used to be argued that the worker, 
given more hours of leisure, would spend 
them in getting drunk. It is estab- 
lished beyond question now that the 
reverse is true. It is the tired man 
who seeks unnatural stimulants. The 
normal, fresh, vigorous person instinct- 
tively strives for better things. 


the nature of fatigue. It is not that the 
heart or lungs or kidneys wear out from 
too much exercise; it is that they are in- 
hibited from exercising through too lit- 
tle rest. Fatigue is poison. It is the 
poisoning of the system by worn-out 
cells which would normally be carried 
out of it. The whole question is, after 
all, physiological. Life consists of the 
creation of living cells, their momentary 
activity and their exit. When a cell has 
performed its work, it does, and another 
must take its place. But if the dead 
cells are not carried away, the new 
ones cannot take their place and the 
organism must die. It is during repose 
that these toxic materials are burned 
up. If activity is not balanced by rest, 
health, and life iteelf, is threatened. 
When a person dies from extreme over- 
exertion it does not mean that the heart 
or lungs have been called upon to do too 
much. It means that the poisons have 
been suddenly heaped upon them so that 
they are stopped from doing 3

a good many manufacturers discovered 
this long before they could explain the 
cause. It seemed absurd, but it was 
undeniably true. After installing the 
eight-hour day, for instance, many of 
them found that dividends increased. 


Not only in shoveling coal, but in ad- 


dressing envelopes or folding handker- 
chiefs, it was discovered that a worker 
could accomplish more in eight hours 
than in ten or twelve. Employers often 
didn't understand why, because they did 
not know their physiology.

Miss Goldmark does no: claim that it 
is always more profitable to an employ- 
er, in every sort of employment, to in- 
stall the shorter work day. She does 
insist that it seldom resulta in a loss 
and that it frequently inoreases the out- 
‘put. In the brief before the Supreme 
Court are the reports of scores of Amer- 
ican firms which have made the change 
to their own advantage; and rill would 
be better off, she insists, if the change 
were made compulsory by law instead 
of leaving the éight-hour employer to 
meet competition at all points with more 
unscrupulous slave-drivers. 

“But whether the employer can 
afford to overwork his help or not,” 
she said, “it is plain that a nation 
cannot afford to let him. An employ- 
er may feel that he can wear out his 
workers and get new ones to take 
their place. A nation cannot feel 
that way about ite citizens, Anything 
which threatens the public health is 
the first concern of the state, and 
there is nothing which so undermines 
the vitality as too long and close at- 
tention to drudgery.

“Monotony is one of the greatest 
causes of fatigue and everyone rec- 
ognizes the fact and it is easy to 
see the physiological basis for it. 
Strange to say we pay no attention 
to it in our gocial organization, and 
the most monotonous employment is 
often the one in which the hours of 
labor are made the longest. 4 


and more specialized, which means 
that the monotony is becoming ever 
greater. In other words, the strain 
is becoming more and more continu- 
ous upon a few sets of muscles and 
nerves, and they are given less and 
less chance to throw off their accu- 
mulation of dead cells, The eight- 
hour day is altogether too long for 
some employments, 

“Noise is another great factor in fa- 
tigue, especially where the noise is 
monotonous and even, exacting always 
the very same strain upon the ear. 
Rythm is another. It is natural for all 
human beings. to adjust themselves to 
rythm. We dance to rythm and work 
to rythm, The heart beats rythmically 
and the lungs act rythmically All nor- 
mal activity is rythmical, a nice balance 
of effort and rest, effort and rest. But 
where the rhythm of machinery is at 
a speed greater than that to which 
the body can respond, the effect is tir- 


tically all machines. There are scores 
of ways in which the strain of factory 
work makes any comparison with the 
strain of business and professional life 
imposaible. 

“The tired business man is not the 

great problem for society. The tired 
working man is. The victim of fatigue 
is not only a menace to public health, 
but to public morals and national in- 
tegrity. It is the victim of fatigue 
who takes to drink and drugs. It is 
the victim of fatigue who looks for 
unnatural excitement in place of nor- 
mal recreation. It is the victim of fa- 
tigue who seeks the low forms of en- 
tertainment instead of those things 
which inspire and upbuild. 
“A tired nation is a nation without 
ideals. An overworked people will be 
a frivolous people, an intemperate pea- 
ple, a degenerate people. And America 
is fast becoming tired. Her people are 
approaching the breakdown of over- 
work.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—William R. 
Willcox, Repubilcan National Chairman, 
called on Charels E. Hughes this after- 
noon and had an hour's talk with him, 
after which he reiterated that the re- 
election of President Wilson will not be 
conceded until after the official count.

About 90 Counties to Be Officially 
Reported, and Defeat May Be 
by Only 60,000, 

KANSAS CITY,, Nov. 11,.—As figures 
come in from Western Missouri coun- 
ties it appears that the prohibition 
amendment in Missouri will be defeated 
by fewer than 100,000 votes. According 
to figures now compiled the vote 
stands: Wet 227,750, dry 130,041; wet ma- 
jority 97,708. This includes all the St. 

Louis vote.

In most of the counties the wet and 
dry vote has n been counted: but if 
the ratio keeps up it will cut the wet 
majority to between 60,000 and 75,000, 
probably nearer the 90,000 mark.

ARRESTED A T EMBASSY 


Papers Alleged to Contain Mat- 
ter Showing Countess’ In- 
firmities and Failings.“ 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—Karl Arm- 
gaard Graves, self-styled international 
spy and magazine writer, was arrested 
here today by agents of the Department 
ef Justice amd charged with attempting 
te extort $3000 from Countess von Bern- 
storff, wife of the German Ambassador, 
by threatening to publish letters “al- 
leged to contain matter showing her 
infirmities and falilings.’’ 

Officials of the embassy also allege 
that Graves had in his possession what 
apparently were confidential diplomatic 
dispatches from the German Govern- 
ment to Count von Bernstorff. The pris- 
oner told the Federal agents he ob- 
tained all the documents from persons 
who smuggled them past the British 
censors on the steamship Oscar II. 

The warrant upon which: he was ar- 
raigned tonight and held on $2000 bail 
for a further hearing Wednesday, 
charges him with bringing into the 
District of Columbia letters stolen in 
Hoboken, N. J., where the Oscar II 
docks. 

The arrest of Graves furnished a dra- 
matic conclusion to negotiations which 
had been in progress for a week between 
him and Prince Hatzfeldt, counsellor of 
the German embassy. 

Said to Have Wanted $3000. 

The official dispatches were said to 
bs useless to him for the reason that he 
could not decipher them. He is alleged 
to have asked for $3000 in cash if he 
delivered the papers. He also is alleged 
to have asked Prince Hatsfeldt to pre- 
pare and sign a statement that the 
money had been paid for services ren- 
dered the German Government. 

Embassy officials said Graves threat- 
ened to turn over some of the documents 
to Federal officiais if the $3000 wag not 
forthcoming. 

Prince Hatzfeldt communicated with 
the District Attorney's & 
soon as Graves left nis 


and requested an appointment with 
Prince Hatzfeldt at his home. A few 
hours later he arrived and conversed 
with the Counsellor for half an hour, 
One Federal agent was hiding behind a 
door in the room.

1619. ELECTION 
SFEMS. ASSURED 


Official Figures in 85 of 114 
Counties Show Only Few 
Changes. 


ABSENTEE VOTES OUT 
Democrats Expect Majority of 
These Will Be for Their 


Candidate. 


Returns from all Missouri counties 
compiled last night by the Post-Dispatch 
show that Frederick D. Gardner, Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor, has 4 
lead over Henry Lamm, Republican, of 
1619 votes. The county clerks of ~ of 
the 114 counties officially have verified 
the returns of their counties and the 


figures in the remaining counties in the 
table printed on another page of today’s 
Post-Dispatch have been obtained from 
Post-Dispatch and Associated Press cor- 
respondents and are believed to be ac- 
| curate. 

The total vote of the candidates, as 
| shown in the compilation, is: Gardner, 
' $80,671, Lamm 379,052. 

Gardner lost heavily yesterday in the 
verification of the returns. In Buchan- 
an County he lost more than 500 votes 
and in DeKalb County nearly 400 votes. 
In the remainder of the counties veri- 
fied there were changes affecting the 
totals of both candidates, 
set each other and there was no mate- 
rial change other than that made dy 
Buchanan and DeKalb counties. 

Indicates Gardner's Election. 

The vote as compiled last night indi- 
cates that Gardner is elected Governor 
of Missouri. In the counties remaining 
unverified, there is little probability that 
there could be changes great enough 
to overcome his plurality of 1619. 

The possibility of changes by the offi- 
cial count to be made in Jefferson City 
by the Secretary of State and the count- 
ing of the absentee vote is worrying 
Democratic politicians, who fear that 
Gardner's lead is none too great. The 
number of absentee ballots cannot be 
estimated with any degree of ac- 
curacy. There have been estimates that 
there will be 3000 absentee ballots 
counted in St. Louls. Every one of the 


* final count. 

The Democrats contend that the ab- 
sentees will increase rather than dim- 
inish the Gardner plurality, their con- 
tention being based on a belief that the 
absentee votes are largely those of 
railroad employes, traveling salesmen 
and State university students, who, they 
contend, are friendly to Gardner.

Close Race a Surprise. 

The remarkably close race on the 
‘Governorship has surprised politicians. 
who figured before the election that 
, Gardner would be as strong as Presi- 
dent Wilson. The returns indicate, 
hewever, that Gardner has run nearly 
3,000 behind Wilson. 


Gardner ran no stronger in St. Louis 
than did Wilson, and out in the rural 
‘section of the State he fell far behind. 
This is attributed by the Democratic 
| politicians almost entirély to a state- 
j ment he made a few days before the 
election that if elected he would veto 
‘any state-wide prohibition bill passed 
by the Legislature. His statement ap- 
pears to have made him no votes in St. 
Louis, and the politicians say that it 
eost him several tohusand votes out in 
the State. 

It is commonly talked about Demo- 
cratic headquarters that if the election 
had been several days later, affording 
an opportunity for his statement to have 
become generally known in the rural 
communities, many of which are opposed 
not only to the liquor business, but to 
any candidate who does not denounce it, 
ne would have been beaten. 

The election of all other candidates on

Czar Ferdinand Tells Post-Dispate 


In Three-Hour Interview, Monarch 
Confesses He Did Not Know What 
This Country Was Doing in War 
Charities and Expresses Amazement 
at Magnitude When Told. —Lives 
Life of Great Simplicity.

PP EACE? Did you say peace? When? 


Where? So we end.” 

King Ferdinand emphasized his excla- 
mation and sharp questions, in answer to my in- 
quiry, with eloquent but deprecating gestures of 
outstretched hands, which seemed to say, “Show 
me. 

“Where is the man who can make peace?” 

The King shook his head. Then, turning sud- 
denly to Crown Prince Boris: “Can you see peace 
in sight, my son?” 

The heir to the throne of greater Bulgaria an- 
swered with a shake of his head: 

“Light, peace and the Prince of Peace always have 
come out of the East,” I suggested. 

“True,” the King responded quickly. “But this 
time the world expected him from the west—the 
New World. It was there that the light which it 
was hoped would pierce the chaos and darkness of 
the European shambles was expected to raise. 

“The world looked to America—to that grand na- 
tion and great people of George Washington—to pro- 
duce the Prince of Peace who would lead a mad and 
exhausted Europe back into the path of peace, civ- 
ilization and culture. The world has been disap- 
pointed. Peace? Yes. Who does not desire peace? 
But when, where, how? Where is the man who can 
show the way?” 

King Ferdinand I, Czar of the Bulgarians, received 
me today in the royal palace. An audience planned 
originally for perhaps fifteen or twenty minutes, was 
extended into an informal and intensely interesting 
chat of about three hours, and was, next to my much 
shorter talk with the Pope, perhaps the most inter- 
esting conversation I have had with any statesman 
or ruler in my 15 years of journalistic career. It is

Ferdinand’s Career Has 


Been a Romantic One 


IS career since the days he was in the United 
H States as a young man, his acceptance of the 
Bulgarian throne against the warning en- 
treaties of his friends, after the Bulgarians had de- 
throned and run Prince Alexander of Battenberg out 
of the country; his defiance of Russia and his meet- 
ing of the plotting and machinations to dethrone 
him, during which his life has been in constant 
danger; his bringing Bulgaria to that point where it 
is a power Europe must reckon with, is more ro- 
mantic than any of the novels of Anthony Hope. 

‘The chief of the King’s Privy Cabinet, Dovro- 
vitsch, a dark, medium-sized man of most pleasing 
manners and much influence, to whom the King re- 
ferred affectionately as the “old black man with a 
heart of gold,“ received me. He has served the King 
as private secretary and chief of the Privy Cabinet 
for more than 25 years, with unswerving loyalty and 
fidelity. He was educated at the American College 
in Constantinople. 

King Ferdinand is very democratic, and lives in 
democratic, even {f royal, simplicity. Some of the 
American embassies and many Fifth avenue pal- 
aces of American millionaires have more numerous 
and more gorgeously uniformed lackeys than Ferdi- 
nand I tn Plaus de Sofia. 

Dobrovitsch conducted me up the broad, red-car- 
peted stairs to the second floor, to the private apart- 
ment of the King, where he turned me over to Col. 
Stojanoff, the King's “fluegeladjudant,” or personal 
aide de camp, whose son is also receiving a more or 
leas American education at Roberts College at the 
present time.

He has a wonderful knowledge of history, froin 
which he drew frequent parallels to illustrate, com- 
pare or emphasize his points of view. He has an 
external, sensitive nature. Frequently he would turn 
to. Boris to confirm his views or to ask the Crown 
Prince for his opinion. Boris took a lively interest 
and part In the conversation. 


ce Boris Has Made 
Reputation as Strategist 


i Va Crown Prince made an impression upon me 
of being a quick, bright, keenly alert young 
man of very democratic and engaging man- 
ners, and I can understand the great popularity 
which he enjoys with the Bulgarian people and the 
army, which I was assured in all circles were very 
fond of. him. I did not find him at all as described 
by “the man who dined with the Kaiser” at Nisch. 
He has the rank of Major in the army and the repu- 
tation of being a hard worker. Though only 22, he 
has participated in his third war. In army circles 
he has received much credit for being no mean strat- 
egist and has shown great ability in the study of 
strategy. In the big battle of Dobrudja he was with 
the Third Army, which broke through the Rumanian 
and Russian Constanza-Tchernavoda line and re- 
ceived much credit for his military ability. 

Even the very critical German General Staff of- 
ficers, who are difficult to please and grudging with 
their praise, even to Princes, speak well of him. 

A very sympathetic bond seems to exist between 
father and son. I gathered from conversation, that 
the King bas initiated the Crown Prince into much 
of his clever statecraft, and that Ferdinand confers 
with him frequently and withholds few state secrets 
from him. He seems especially well versed tn the 
military situation, and has his father’s cool objective 
way of looking at things. 

All in all, making due allowance for his years, I 
doubt wthether Roris need fear comparison with the 
heir of any throne in Europe. 

Ferdinand of Bulgaria is the most astute diplo- 
mat and cleverest statesman among the central Pow- 
ers. That, at least, is the impresion made upon me 
during my three hours’ talk with him. Certainly he 
outranks any I have met and talked with personally. 
He has a rare sense of humor, simple graciousness 
and the faculty of playing off one factor against an- 
other down to a fine art. 


Is the Master Player in 


Political Chess Game 

HIS has enabled him to smooth away diffi- 
culties which often have confronted him. In 
the political chess game in the Balkans and 
Southeastern Europe, he has been and sfi!l ‘s, the 
master player. The King described himself as more 
than admirer—as almost a worshiper—cf “the great 
George Washington,” and spoke of his two broth- 
ers, who have been much in the United States as 

having been “fanatical Americans.” 

But Ferdinand found what, to him. was an in- 
comprehensible gulf“ between what h terined the 
principles of Washington and what he characterized 
as the principles involved in the dua! attitude of 
America today—‘humanitarism on one side, pro- 
longation of the war on the other hand.” 

The Czar did not know, and was visibly rar- 
prised and deeply impressed when I told him that 
America had fed and ws still feeding Peigians and

Graves Served Term in Scotch Prison 
for Spying. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 1i—Dr. Armgard 
Karl Graves, as he was then known, 
frst came into public notice in this 
country when he was convicted fn July, 
1912, by the Scottish High Court, of jus- 
ticlary at Edinburgh, Scotland, of spy- 
ing and sentenced to serve eight months 
in prison. It was alleged that notes 
concerning the guns under construc- 
tion for the British Government and 
other incriminating documents were 
found in his possession. 

Graves appeared in New York in 
June, 1018, and was quoted as making 
@ long statement to the effect that he 
was released from the Scotch prison 
upon condition that he enter the British 
secret service, but that after he had 
vertormed the services required of him 
the British Government refused to pay 
him a reward that had been promised. 

According to this statement, Graves 
said that while in the employ of the 
British secret service, he followed from 
Bremen to the United States in 1913, a 
confidential envoy of Germany who 
came to New York to meet an envoy 
from the Japanese Government. Graves 
also was quoted as saying that he ob- 
tained from the German representative 
a copy of a secret agreement entered 
into by Germany with Japan defining 
the attitude which Germany would as- 
sume in event of war between the 
United States and Japan. 

Later Graves was quoted as making 
numerous predictions concerning the 
future actions of Bulgaria and Turkey 
and in one case describing a plan for a 
German invasion of England.

These men were all so versed | 
football matters that they looked a 
the game solely from a theoretical 
point of view and neglected to take 
into account two potent factors. 
The first of these was the weather 
conditions, with the tricky wind and 
sun. Only those who are familiar with 


the air currents of the Harvard Stad-| 


ium can appreciate what vagaries a 
football can take on a windy day. 
These are so pronounced that rather 
than being an advantage to the home 
team, it becomes a nightmare for 
the players who are in the backfield 
and who essay to catch a punt. Added 
to this handicap to a team — 
mance by the r was a bright 
shining sun, directly in the eyes of 
the side which defended the North 
goal on Soldiers’ Field. 

The other factor which most people 
overlooked, when they complained 
of the many errors ty the players 
of each side, was that both teams 
were M harder than either was 
accustomed to. Only those who have 
played ina 2 game realize 
the difficulty in retaining possession 
of the ball when the opponents are 
tackling in a vicious manner. 


Players Not to Blame. 


For the above-mentioned two 
reasons, I personally exonerate the 
players of both teams from the many 
errors which occured during the 


game. 

Mind you, I am not 3 that it 
was not a very loosely played _— 
but I am only trying to point ow 
the reasons why. In one other re- 
spect today’s game was quite different 
from those which have been playea 
between Harvard and Princeton in 
the past, in that both teams adopted 
a far more complicated form of or- 
fensive than heretofore been shown. 


Princeton in particular showed at 
least five or six offensive formations, 
one of which is theoretically un- 


stoppable. 

Not only in the number of for- 
mations shown, but also in the num- 
ter of plays used, Princeton was far 
ahead of any team which has faced 
Harvard.in the past. Moreover, both 
teams, particularly Princeton, were

C. W. Nash, who is the head of the 
Nash Motors Co., Kenosha, Wis., which 
recently took over the business of the 
Thos.

F all that band of Ameri- 
can men who met death 
gallantly, when the 
Lusitania went down, 
one of them faced his 
doom with a philosophy 
so fine that ite will 

never be forgotten. 

“Why fear death?” he said. “It is 
the most beautiful adventure in life.” 

The man who said this was Charles 
Frohman, the Warwick of the theater, he whose fiat 
made and deposed kings and queens of the modern 
drama. In his play world he had assisted at innumer- 
able moments as dramatic as the one in which he found 
himself on the sinking steamer. (One can’t help think- 
ing it must have seemed as unreal as a tragedy of the 
stage.) And out of all the memories which must have 
come thronging to him—all the famous lines of the 
famous actors—only one seemed to interpret his own 
emotions. The little boy in “Peter Pan” at the close 
of one of the acts, says “To die will be an awfully big 
adventure,” and thé man who shares equally with 
James M. Barrie and Matide Adams the honor of mak- 
ing “Peter Pan” a household name, could think of 
nothing fitter to say when the great adventure lay be- 
fore him. 

Fortune was kind to Mr. Frohman while 
he lived. It has been doubly kind to him 
after his death, for it has given him biog- 
raphers whose story of his life is an en- 
chanting tale. They are Isaac F. Marcosson, 
former New York journalist and magazine 
writer, and Daniel Frohman, his brother. 
The book, “Charles Frohman, Manager and 
Man”: (Harpers), is a remarkable mosaic of 
facts and anecdotes, the anecdotes being no 
less important than the facts in giving a piec- 
ture of that remarkable man. Following 
are a few of the most interesting ones. 

. * * A * * 

The first play Frohman ever saw was The 
Black Crook.” He was just a boy at the 
time and an older brother had condescend- 
ingly permitted him to go to a theater en- 
trance and watch the brother sell librettos. 
When the overture started inside, Charles 
glanced in so wistfully that the doorkeeper 
told him he and his brother could slip into 
the gallery if they wished. During the 
middle of the second act the brother, Gus- 
tave, told Charles they must get out, and went 
away, expecting him to follow. When Gus- 
tave got home, Charles was missing and the 
family was in an uproar. 

Gustave ran to the theater but the play 
was over, the crowd dispersed.

This drew many children 
just home from school, and they paid their way in 
pennies. The receipts, therefore, were unexpectedly 
large. When sister Rachel came over that day her beam- 
ing brother filled her bag with coppers.”

One of Frohman’s peculiarities was his fondness for 
peanuts. He would always have a bag of goobers around 
somewhere and would be munching them. As the story 
runs, he got into the habit on one of his first trips as 
treasurer for a traveling theatrical company which had 
a hard time getting along. Frohman kept the players 
in good humor by his own light-heartedness and kindly 
ways. He supplied the women with candy and bought 
peanuts for the men. On that trip he developed a fond- 
ness for peanuts that he never got over.

His company went broke on the road in one of his 
early adventures and he had just enough money to car- 
ry him to Philadelphia on his way back to New York. 
He got on a day coach of a New York train without a 
vestige of a ticket and penniless. In those days the 
cars were heated by stoves and near each stove was a 
large coal ‘box. 

When Charles heard the conductor’s cry, “Tickets! 
Tickets!” he hid himself in the coal box and remained 
there until the awful personage had passed by. Being 
small, he could pull the lid of the box down and be 
completely hidden from sight. After the conductor 
passed, he scrambled out and resumed his seat. He had 
to repeat this performance several times on the trip.

OU left us when they called out ‘All ashore!’ 
but | was sorry when I realized we might 
have had more time together. The ship did 
not sail for two hours after that; we were 

taking on passengers from the Cameronia, I was told. 
“When we pulled out of dock I was in the writing 

room and saw then for the first time in the morning Sun 
the German threat.

Depage; her eyes were wide and startled, but brave. 
She bad a man on either side of her, friends of hers, so 
I du not speak. It was no time for words unless one 
could offer help. 

“On the port side of deck A again we saw more boats 
safely lowered, and Mr. Friend wished me to join the 
throng of men and women aboard and, as L would not 
leave him, we pushed our way towards the stern, which 
was now uphill work, as the bow was sinking so rapidly. 
Robinson appeared on my right. I could only put my 
hand on her shoulder and say, “Oh, Robinson.” Her 
habitual smile appeared to be frozen on her face. 


“Mr. Friend said ‘Life belts!’ and I went with him 
into nearby cabins, where he found three. He tied them 
on us in hard xnots and we stood by the ropes on the 
outer side of the deck in the place which one of the boats 
had occupied. We looked up at the funnels; we could 
see the ship move, she was going so rapidly. I glanced 
at Mr. Friend—he was standing very straight, and I 
thought to mself, ‘the son of a soldier.’ We turned 
and looked down the side of the ship, We could now 
see the gray huil and knew it was time to jump. I asked 
him to go first. He stepped over the ropes, slipped down 
one of the uprights and reached, I think, the rail of 
deck B, and then jumped.

“T was glad I had made another will, and I counted the 
buildings I had designed—the oes built and building, 
and hoped I had ‘made good.’ Quietly I thought of the 


friends I love and then committed myself to God's care 
in thought—a prayer without words. I must then have 
received the blow on the top of my head which made me 
unconscious. My stiff straw hat and my hair probably 
saved me from being killed by it. Then for perhaps half 
a minute I opened my eyes on a gray world; I could not 
see the sunlight pecause of the blow on my head. I was 
surrounded and jostled by hundreds of frantic, scream- 
ing, shouting humans in this gray and watery inferno. 
The ship must just have gone down. 

“A man insane with fright was clinging to my shoul- 
ders. I can see the panic in his eyes as he looked over 
my head. He had no lifebelt on and his weight was 
pulling me under again. Had I struggled against him 
he would probably have clung to me, but I never even 
felt the inclination to. I said, Oh, please don’t’ and 
then the water closed over me and I became unconscious 
again. He must have left me when he found me sinking 
under him. 

“I opened my eyes later on the bfFfilliant sunlight and 
diue sea. I was floating on my back. The men and 
women were floating with wider spaces between them. 
A man on my right had a gash on his forehead; the 
back of a woman's head was near me. I saw an old 
man at my left, upright in the water and, as he could 
gee the horizon, I asked him if he saw any rescue ships 
coming. He did not. 

“An Italian, with his arms around a small tin tank 
as a float, was chanting. There were occasional shouts; 
I could see the crowded ship’s boats far away. I won- 
dered where Mr. Friend was.

Now Congress in writing the income tax law had made 
provision for just such recalcitrants. The law says that 
the officers authorized to investigate and collect the in- 
come tax return may, when circumstances seem to war- 
rant, make up a return for the individual, and the bur- 
den of proving it excessive falls upon the delinquent. The 
investigator in this case did just that, and the man did 
not resist the assessment. Doubtless he really owed 
a greater tax even than was estimated by the Govern- 
ment’s representative! 
The last Congress revised the income tax law, making 
a few minor changes in its general provisions and one 
particular change, which increased the tax from 1 per 
cent to 2 per cent. It is interesting to note that the 
1913 act provided a tax on incomes accruing from “all 
lawful sources” and that the revised law makes no ref- 
erence at all to the word “lawful.” Apparently it was not 
~ $mtended under the old law to tax incomes from gam- 
_ bling or other illegal pursuits, yet in making returns

Payments of alimony cannot be deducted as “allowable 
expense” in making income tax returns, although ali- 
mony is taxable income to the one receiving it. In every 
instance those paying it claimed it as expense on the re- 
turns for tne firat year.

mony for a son tried to claim it as an allowable deduc- 
tion. 

I have known men who would spend several days argu-

pose, for instance, a married man received $4200 a year. 
His legal exemption would be $4000, and he would be 
liable for only 1 per cent of the other $200, making the 
amount of his tax only $2, and yet he would spend con- 
sideraBly more than $2 of his own and other ern 
time trying to keep from paying it. 

The law allows a deduction for bad debts and under 
this head such individuals often try to bring the net in- 
come within the specific exemption. Ordinarily such 
men may be.heaid boasting to their friends that they 
have made their income tax returns. This matter of 
bad debts, undoubtedly a fair deduction, is perhaps the 
most abused section of the law. | 

I knew of a wealthy St. Louisan who has half a dozen 
more or less dependent sons-in-law. From time to time 
he is compelled to give them money. He formed the 
habit, after the passage of the income tax law, of jottirig 
down such gifts as loans.“ He listed them in his tax 
returns as “bad debts,” but when an investigator ascer- 


tained that they were in reality unwilling gifts, they. 


could not be allowed as deductions under the law. 

Internal Revenue Collector Moore reads the newspa- 
Pers pretty closeiy and consequently a number of St. 
Lovisans who had read with pride news accounts of some 
deal or other in which they were involved, have been 
surprised by a notice from the Collector seeking further 
information about the transaction and asking pertinent 
questions as to what became of certain income not shown 
on the individual's report to the Government. 

In one such instance the Collector read the testimony 
of a man who, in qualifying in some court proceeding, 
stated that his income for the past year had been—well, 
lest the individual recognize the instance, we'll say 
$20,008. The records failed to disclose a return from 
him. Without turther investigation a return was made 
up based on the sum he had mentioned. While he remon- 
strated, eventually he signed the return and paid the tax. 

Occasionally one will make a return showing more 
income than he really has. In case this is discovered 
he is informed he may file a claim for a refund, but 
frequently the individual admits he boosted his income 
purposely and doesn’t want the money back. He is 
proud of his income tax receipt. 

The income tax law provides a specific exemption of 
$3000 to the singic man and $4000 to a married man, or, 
as it is written in the new law, to the head of a family. 
Club dues, vacation trips, jaunts to Europe, the care of 
summer homes, gifts to indigent relatives and the like 
were to be ‘govered”’ in the specific exemption. If a 
man’s luxuries and foibles exceed the amount of the 
specific exemption, that is not the concern of the Govern- 
ment.

claims of exemption on account of 
heavy losses, large amounts of bad 
debts, and in many cases, considerable 
deductions listed as “depreciation.” An 
investigation that began within a short 
time after those returns were filed and 
still is going on, disclosed that thou- 
sands of citizens had availed them- 
selves of the first opportunity presented, to write off 
old debts, losses of ancient vintage, and depreciation on 
everything from the family Bible to mine stock, long 
since thrown into the waste paper basket. 

In the case of one wealthy St. Leuisan an examination 
of his books disclosed the income almost exactly as he 
had reported it. In the matter of deductions, however, 
there was a vast difference between the book showing 
and that of the lucome tax return. The man’s own book- 
keeper was unable to explain the discrepancy. When 
finally the Government's investigator had an audience 
with the taxpayer it developed that he had deducted as 
“necessary expense“ all his dues to social and golf clubs, 
the expenses of a vacation trip, the expense of a suni- 
mer home, and the expense of operating a so-called farm 
he owned near St. Louis. None of these were allowable 
deductions. 

Another expedient for reducing the income is to charge 
donations to charity either as necessary expense or bad 
debts. Just how a $500 donation to an orphans’ home 
is to be construed as a bad debt, except that it is not 
recoverable, passes understanding. 

In one case a business man had given away several 
thousand dollars to his employes as Christmas gifts. 
That resulted in a ruling by the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue that where such gifts were made regularly 
to employes, following a successful year’s business, or had 
been made with such regularity as to be looked upon 
as additional compensation, such expenses should be 
considered a prover deduction. Isolated cases, however, 
do not constitute an allowable deduction from the net 
income. 

A rather novel way of reducing one’s net income was 
attempted in vain by persons who own rental property. 
In making returas they deducted as a loss, in a great 
many cases, the amount of rent that would have been re- 
ceived had certain vacant property been rented. The 
Government had no particular objection to suck a de- 
duction provided the gross income listed, in addition to 
the amount of rent actually received, that expected if 
all the property vere tenanted. Seldom indeed had the 
landlords returned such imaginary income. Consequently 
the no less imaginary losses were not allowed. 

A man who had a small business in North St. Louis 
received a notice frum the Collector to call at the custom 
house to make an income tax return. He responded 
and submitted his .igures showing a net income of $6000. 
When a deputy from Collector Moore’s office started to 
make out the customary assessment the man remon- 
strated, declaring he was not subject to the tax because 
he had paid himself the $6000 as salary for his own 
services to his bon business. Another man in business 
in the West End was visited by a tax investigator to 
ascertain why he had made a return for the first year 
and not for the others since the law was passed.

The exemption of the tax from municipal, State and 


Federal obligations has resulted in such securities being 


in greater demand than ever before. One case that came 
to the attention ef the St. Louis Collector's office was 
that of a man who returned more than $20,000 in income 
from domestic bonds the first year of the law and a net 
income considerably below that figure the following 
year. Investigation disclosed that the individual had 


sold his old securities and had reinvested in certificates 


that were exempt. 

The amended law requires returns from individuals 
receiving a net income of $3000 from any source other 
than from exempted sources, such as municipal or Gov- 
ernment bonds. This means that “every citizen or resi- 
dent of the United States whose total net income, in- 
cluding dividends, for the tax year equals or exceeds 
$3000 is required to render a personal income tax re- 
turn. 

Returns for the year 1916 will be due on or before 
March 1, 1917. So you'd better close your books this 
year and ascertain if you're liable for a return.

Modern Im 


VER since last June 21, when the Anglo- 
French armies began their tremendous 
thrust against the German lines in the 
Somme district of France, reports of a 
more or less indefinite nature have been 
arriving from the battle ground regarding 
the wonders, the immensity and the typi- 
cal “thoroughness” of the German trench system. 

At first a cable and mail proof censorship prevented 
any but the most vague and unsatisfying details from 
filtering through, but since the return to New York of 
American war correspondents, unofficial “eyewitnesses” 
and furloughed fighting men, the Post-Dispatch Magazine 
has been able to gather and piece together some most 
. interesting information concerning the now famous 

trenches which the German soldiers spent almost two 
years in building and in which they stood guard, made 
heir homes, were captured, buried alive—or fought un- 
il they died. 

While the accompanying illustration is not intended 
to represent any one particular part of the German 
trench system, it will serve, nevertheless, to convey a 
feirly accurate and comprehensive idea of the subter- 
ranean ramifications of the German trenches and the 
variety of uses to which they were put. There may be 
nothing surprising about this, however, when consid- 
eration is taken of the fact that more than 2,000,000 
men worked day and night for periods during two 
years excavating the trenches and dugouts, often to a 
depth of 30 and even 40 feet. ! 

Here is the description of one section of the German 
trench system near Contalmaison, furnished by a Brit- 
ish army officer. His description is made all the more 
interesting when it is remembered that these trenches 
extend, row behind row, for 400 miles across France. 

“A flight of from 12 to 26 stairs leads down at an 
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provements 


easy angle. The treads of the stairs and the descend- 
ing roof of the staircase are formed of mining frames 
of stout timber, with double-top sills; the walls are of 
thick planks notched at the top and bottom to fit the 
frames and strengthened with iron tie rods running 
from top to bottom of the stairs and with thick wooden 
struts at right angles to these. At the foot of the 
stairs a tunneled corridor runs straight forward for 
anything up to 50 yards and from it open rooms and 
minor passages on each side. In many dugouts a sec- 
ond staircase or two staircases lead to a lower floor 
which may be 30 feet or 40 feet below the trench level. 
All these staircases, passages and rooms are, in the best 
specimens, completely lined with wood. 

Some of the most pretentious trench 
excavations, contain in addition to sleep- 
ing quarters and dining rooms, many 
of the “modern improvements” suggest- 
ed in the accompanying illustration. 
There are telephone exchanges and tele- 
graph offices, electric lights and venti- 
lating systems, railroads, hospitals, 
churches, offices, concert halls, recrea- 
tion quarters and even the highly ap- 
preciated beer garden.

REPORT on the hardware markets in Chile 

and Bolivia was recently issued by the Bureau 

of Foreign and Domestic Commerce and is the 

first of a series based on the recent world-wide 
investigation of hardware markets by the American 
commercial attaches. The reports have been prepared 
under the direction of the attaches, but the technical 
information was collected by specially engaged experts 
in each country. In addition to the written reports 
thousands of dollars worth of samples were forwarded 
to the United States and have already been exhibited 
in the principal American hardware centers. 

During the normal year 1913-14 Chile imported a 
total of $3,750,000 worth of hardware. Germany led all 
competitors as a source of supply. England was second, 
and the United States was third 

The repert on Chile and Bolivia was prepared under 
the direction of Commercial Attache Verne L. Havens, 
whose headquarters are at Santiago, Chile. Mr. Havens 
finds that imports of hardware into his district have 
been interfered with by the war.
